Should you be unwilling to offer the other aide to your audience ns 
e mettor of simple feimoas to it and to eoteblinhraent of truth end responsibility 
toward a subject of major national interest and lmp:)rtpnce, which I prefer not to 
believe, then I make the request for equal time under the "fsirness doctrine”,
